WALPOLE IN 1957 


1957 was a year of modest growth for Walpole. The construction of 
84 new homes brought the total number of dwelling units to more than 
3,000. Walpole’s population was estimated to have passed the 12,000 mark 
for the first time, and a total of 6,549 voters was recorded as registered. 


Local industry in 1957 endeavored to meet the production highs of 
the previous years and, as a result, Walpole remained an important center 
for employment. Four thousand persons were employed here, with 3,000 
in manufacturing. Five hundred were employed with wholesalers and 
retailers, and the remaining 500 were spread among such categories as 
construction, utilities, service, agriculture, and teaching. About $17,000,000 
of the $20,500,000 Walpole payroll was met by 20 local manufacturing 


firms. 
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Walpole, along with the northeastern section of the country, suffered 
one of its longest and most severe dry periods, ranging from spring through 
late autumn. During most of this time the Neponset River resembled a 
small brook. The three month-long Bird & Son strike and its resultant 
lack of demand for the Neponset water helped enable the other companies 
along the river to maintain production operations. Walpole has recognized 
its water problem and for several years has been in the process of improving 
the water supply and water distribution system. In 1957 the construction 
of the North Walpole water storage tank was completed. 


During the year Bird & Son broke ground for their new office build- 
ing on the Endean estate overlooking the Neponset River. This insured 
East Walpole of continuing to be the headquarters for Bird’s expanding 
activities in building products, floor covering, and paper products, and thus 
remaining an integral part of the growth of the town of Walpole. 


1957 saw a handsome addition to the town with the completion of 
the new service headquarters building of the Boston Edison Company at the 
corner of Main and Kendall Streets. Also completed during the year was 
a large addition to the F. M. Hill Machine Company on School Street.

Highways 


This year the Town re-built two streets, Gould Street and Hunting- 
ton Avenue, with Town forces. The construction on Gould Street began 
at the New Fisher School where the 1955 job ended, and continued to the 
end of Gould Street at North Street. A tar and gravel pavement was pro- 
vided twenty-four feet wide and the five foot black top sidewalk was 
continued as far as Smith Avenue. Six culverts were installed, one of them 
a twin three foot concrete pipe and one a metal arch. Between Smith 
Avenue and North Street it was possible to establish a completely new 
grade, as there were no houses. 


Huntington Avenue was re-built and provided with a twenty-four 
foot tar and gravel pavement. One culvert was constructed and sufficient 
drainage installed to accommodate other streets as well. 


A portion of South Street from the downstream Neponset River 
crossing to the railroad overpass was scarified and paved with tar. This 
was co-ordinated with the installation of a water main. 


Mylod Street was widened and improved as much as possible without 
damage to the abuttors. Next year I am requesting that a layout be made 
of this street so the widening can be completed. 


A fine mixed-in-place pavement was built on School Street from Stone 
Street nearly to East Street. This much delayed project was done by Town 
forces and a rented paving machine. 


Small culverts were installed in Stone Street Extension and in South 
Street by the Terrace Hill Cemetery. Catch basins were installed on South 
Street near the site of last year’s culvert job at the upstream Neponset 
River crossing. 


The following streets were surface treated with asphalt: Brook Street: 
Cedar Street, West to Conifer Drive; Chandler Avenue; Chestnut Street; 
Conifer Drive; Elm Road; Fisher Street, Wise residence to Ellis residence, 
except for one stretch which was tarred; Gill Street; Gleason Court; High 
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Plain Street, East to Washington; North Street, High to Morse residence; 
Pilgrim Way, 350 feet where 1955 flood damage occurred; Plimpton 
Street; Robbins Road, Pemberton to Harding residence; Scout Road; Wal- 
nut Street; Winter Street, Summer to Yonker residence; and Wompatuk 


Road. 


The following streets were surface treated with tar: Domenica Road; 
Fisher Street, where it was scarified last year; Flonun Street; Gould Street, 
Main to the school; Morningside Drive; South Street, by the upstream Ne- 
ponset River crossing; and Stone Street Extension, by last year’s culvert 
job. 

School drives were surfaced with asphalt at the Bird, Plimpton, and 
Old Fisher Schools. 


Sidewalk repairs were made on the following streets: Washington, 
Main, East, Common, Stone, and June. 


During 1957 the Town purchased a dump truck, a pickup truck, a 
tractor, a leaf collector, and a sweeper for the Highway Department. The 
new sweeper greatly acceleratd our sweeping program and enabled us to 
start oiling two weeks earlier than last year. Next year it 1s recommended 
that the replacement of another pickup truck, our 1941 grader, and our 
1934 compressor be made. All our other equipment appears to be in good 
condition. 


Chapter 90 Construction and Maintenance 


The construction of Elm Street was continued 1200 feet toward the 
Medfield line, leaving approximately 500 feet to be completed next year 
uader a new contract. This year’s contract was awarded to the Sacco Con- 
struction Company of Bellingham, Massachusetts, in the amount of $26,- 
675.75. Of this amount, sixty percent was paid by the State and twenty 
percent by the County and the remainder by the Town. Although the 
construction did not start until late in the year, the work progressed rap- 
idly and was completed ahead of schedule. 


By next year, when Medfield and Walpole construct the final portion 
at the town line, Elm Street will be a fine modern road for several miles, 
right up to our S bridge over the railroad. The need for straightening 
this bridge is growing. 


In our Chapter 90 Maintenance program, we surface treated the follow- 
ing streets with asphalt: Common, High Plain, Washington, and Winter. 
A bad curve was corrected on Winter Street and a hill cut down. Several 
accidents had occurred at this point, near the Norfolk town line. 


Brush was cut and catch basins were cleaned on all the Chapter 90 
roads. This year we painted all the fences and guard rails as well.

Park and Tree Department 


The street trees were sprayed twice this year by helicopter, in June 
and July. Due to the prolonged drought during the summer months, the 
mosquito problem was not as bad as usual, but some spraying was done by 
the State. We also sprayed poison ivy. 


A total of 53 dead or dying elm trees were removed, as well as 18 dead 
trees of other species. Many dead or dying branches were trimmed but we 
keep no record of these. The Boston Edison Company co-operated as 
usual by trimming all trees which their wires passed through. 


We planted 35 new maple trees where applied for by the property 
owners. This year the Selectmen have established a five dollar fee for plant- 
ing future trees, to help support the program. In anticipation of the future 
demand, we have purchased a number of small trees and planted them 
temporarily in our nursery. These new trees include moraine locusts and 
pin oaks as well as maples. 


Trash was removed from all the public buildings as usual and their 
lawns were maintained. Due to the drought, less grass cutting was neces- 
sary this year, and the crew was able to spend considerable time in the 
Town Forest. A brush cutter was bought for trimming the roadside brush 
and this was put to very good use in the forest when available. 


Both Town swimming pools were well patronized as usual. Mr. 
Robert Graney and his assistants provided supervision. 

As usual, the Christmas lighting was conducted with the co-operation 
of the Walpole Business Men’s Association. 


Purchasing Department 


The purchasing for all Town departments except schools was handled 
by this office, as usual. The widest competition was secured by newspaper, 
letter, and telephone, and due consideration was given to local merchants 
and craftsmen. We were squeezed by rising prices of many products, 
especially metal goods such as pipe and fittings, and fuel oil. 


Sewer Department 


A total of 18 house connections were added to the system, making 
a total of 750 services. Maintenance of blocked services was provided as 
usual. No additional main or lateral sewer was built this year. 


Building Repairs 


The following major repairs and renovations were made to public 
buildings in 1957, in addition to routine maintenance: 


Bird School — Installed new heating system by contract forces, in- 
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cluding boiler, distribution system, and controls. Building converted from 
coal to oil. Roof leaks repaired. Outside trim painted, except columns. 


Boyden School — Painted ceilings. Repaired chimney. Replaced 
auditorium outside doors. Installed additional auditorium lighting. Painted 
exterior. 


Fisher School —— Blacktopped entrances. Installed jalousie windows: 
and curtains in first grade rcom. 


Old Fisher School — Provided Superintendent’s offices in former 
classrooms. Installed seven combination windows. 


Jumor High School — Replaced 30 shades. Installed lights in manual 
training shop. Installed new floors in rooms 111 and 210. 


Plimpton School — Constructed black top walk and drive. Weather- 
stripped windows of third grade room. Installed lighting. Replaced 14 
shades. 


Stone School -—— Constructed black top areas. Painted portions of in- 
terior. 


Old Stone School — Painted exterior. Repaired masonry. 
Center Fire and Police Station — Painted exterior. Repaired masonry. 


East Walpole Fire Station — Painted interior, second floor. 


South Walpole Fire Station —- Repaired overhead doors. Painted 
interior. 


Blackburn Memorial Building —— Constructed black top drives. Paint- 
ed exterior. Installed acoustic ceiling, Girl Scout Room. 


Center Library — Installed 16 combination windows. Pained exterior 
trim. Repaired masonry. 


East Walpole Library —- Constructed Children’s Room in basement, 
with outside access by contract forces. Painted exterior. 


Public W orks — Installed three overhead doors. Installed floodlights. 


Town Hall—Replaced roof over front entrance. Painted exterior trim. 
Repaired conductor pipes and dry wells. Installed lighting, various offices 
and corridors. Converted part of old court room to office for Accountant. 
Replaced heavy front entrance doors and performed maintenance work in 
corridors and on stairway. 


The State Building Inspector requested numerous minor changes in 
the school buildings, such as changing locks and providing more fire 
extinguishers. The most costly of his many requests was the replacement 
of smoke doors in the High School corridors. This work imposed an 
unforeseen strain on the Department. 
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We have worked closely with the Permanent Advisory Building Com- 
mittee and have received valuable suggestions from them. They have pro- 
posed another constructive program for next year. In a few years time, we 
should have all our public buildings in first class condition. 


Water Department 


In accordance with my recommendations for improvements to the 
water supply and distributing system, the following projects were under- 
taken this year: 


1. A test was made of a proposed gravel wall well site on Town 
land off South Street by contract forces. As the results of the test 
are inconclusive at present, the test is being continued before 
constructing the pumping station itself. 


2. The eight-inch main we installed in South Street last year was 
extended 1,375 feet from Oak Street to a point beyond the rail- 
road underpass, and a hydrant was installed. 


The eight-inch main we installed last year from Washington 
Street toward Mylod Street across private property was extended 
1,225 feet and two hydrants were provided.

4, An eight-inch cast iron main was installed in Main Street from 
Plimpton Street to Fisher Street, a distance of 1,585 feet. 


5. A connection was made from the twelve-inch cast iron main we 
laid last year in Davis Street to our new tank. 


In private developments, the following work was done: 
1. Joal Avenue, 1,000 feet six-inch transite pipe and one hydrant. 


2. Tantramar Meadows, 550 feet six-inch transite pipe and two 
hydrants. 


3. Oakhill Drive, 480 feet six-inch transite pipe. 
4. Plymouth Lane and Puritan Place, two hydrants. 


The wells in the Washington Street field were cleaned and flushed by 


contract forces. Some work remains to be done here on a line installed in 
1918. 


We experienced an unusually dry summer this year. During the four 
months June through September, less than four inches total precipitation 
was recorded at our weather observatory. This is less than one-third of 
normal for this period. Coming after an earlier dry spell in March and 
April, the effect was quite severe. On the night of June 17 and 18, it was 
not possible to refill our tanks even though the pumps ran continuously. 
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After this the problem lessened somewhat, due to the co-operation of the 
citizens and the reduced demand of one of the mills. 


The North Walpole 200,000 gallon elevated tank, mentioned in last 
year's report, was constructed and put into service. An immediate increase 
in water pressure was noted by customers in this area. Next year the tank 
must be painted and a drain must be provided for emptying it. 

Ninety new services were added to the system, making a total of 
3,318. Ten old services were renewed. 

The total output for the station this year was 638,450,000 gallons, an 
increase of 17,873,000 over 1956. 

For the 1958 program for corrections to the Water Department’s 
supply and distributing system I am recommending the continuation of our 
Mylod Street cut-off toward North Walpole. The completion of this loop 
will increase the value of our new Davis Street elevated tank. 

It is recommended that the purchase of a new utility truck be made 
to replace our 1948 Mack. Our other equipment appears to be in good 
condition. 


Electrical Department 


CHESTER L. DONNELL, Wire Inspector and Town Electrician 


A total of 794 electrical inspections were made, during the year. All 
complaints concerning electrical installations were investigated, and taken 
care of with satisfactory results. 


Health Department 


The administration of the Health Department is handled through 
this office. Dr. Francis J. Allendorf is the Health Officer. 


At the close of the year, we had five cases at the Norfolk County 
Hospital in Braintree. 


The Health Officer’s report will be found elsewhere in this Annual 
Report.

I wish to report that Contagious Diseases were at a minimum. 
Poliomyelitis was absent. Polio vaccine was given by the local physicians 
to stragglers and those who requested it. Asiatic Flu vaccine was given as 
per the State Health regulations and on a patient voluntary basis. 


Inspections made; complaints checked and rectified within the Health 
Jaws of the State.

The main objective of the Walpole Visiting Nurse Association is to 
give nursing care to persons in their homes. During 1957 the number of 
such visits exceeded all other years; 5,560 visits being made. These included 
care to the acute and chronically ill, to newborn infants and their mothers, 
and to those needing guidance in family health problems. 

During the year, the Visiting Nurses instructed several groups of Girl 
Scouts and Brownies in First-Aid. 

They also assisted the Health Physician in the administration of Polio 
Vaccine and Asian Flu Vaccine to the Town Employees who wished it. 

Both nurses received certificates from the Massachusetts Civil Defense 
Agency for completing a course in Disaster Nursing; thus making them 
especially trained should a major disaster occur. 

The Visiting Nurses are always willing and happy to answer the 
numerous telephone calls they receive, whether or not they are related to 
nursing. 

We wish to thank all the Doctors of Walpole for their cooperation 
and understanding, and we express our gratitude to the Police Department, 
the Town Employees and to the various Clubs, Organizations and private 
citizens that assisted us in our work.

I wish to submit my annual report of the Police Department for the 
year ending December 31st, 1957. 


During the past year several meetings of all members of the Police 
Department were held at the Police Headquarters, to discuss methods of 
handling Law Enforcement problems on both the adult and juvenile level, 
which proved valuable in handling many cases that required court action. 


Sergeant Leo F. Delaney was assigned to attend a five-day training 
conference in up-to-date methods of keeping Police Records, under the 
direction of the F.B.I. at Boston. 


Records are a very important part of a Police Department, and many 
suggestions received by Sergt. Delaney, in this course have been put into 
practice at the Police Headquarters. 


Sergeant Carl W. Haggblom was assigned to attend a series of lectures 
at the Judge Baker Foundation at Boston, under the direction of the 
Attorney General's Office on Juvenile problems. 


During the month of July 1957, all members of the Police Depart- 


ment under the direction of Sergt. John Buckley took part in the annual 
fire-arms practice at the newly constructed out-door range off Washington 


Street. 


All men qualified on the out-door practical pistol course prescribed 
by the F.B.I. with Patrolmen Liddell, Connolly, and Driscoll qualifying as 
experts. 


The Police Department Pistol Team gave an excellent account of 
itself in competition with other departments in the area, as well as in the 
New England Police Revolver League Matches at the new out-door range 
at Attleboro. 


A new out-door pistol range on Washington street with the co- 
operation of the Board of Selectmen, the Town Engineer, his staff, and the 
members of the Police Department should be completed this year so that 
out-door practice and matches can be arranged there. 


A third car assigned to the Police Department in July, 1957, has 
proved a valuable addition to the Department as it does not tie up a regu- 
lar cruiser for court work and other duties, and allows the return of a 
cruiser to the East Walpole area for a much-needed service. 


1957 was a busy year in-so-far as crimes committed by both adults and 
juveniles are concerned which meant a great number of appearances in 
both the District Court, and Norfolk County Superior Court at Dedham. 


Police Department records for 1957, show 155 adult arrests, 15 female 
and 61 juvenile arrests. 


Of the 61 juvenile arrests, only about 20 were Walpole residents, 
which speaks well for our younger generation in Walpole. 


One arrest worthy of mention was made by Sergt. Joseph Burke, 
Patrolmen Connolly, and McLellan, on September 22nd, 1957, who within 
ten minutes after an armed hold-up took place at the Johnson Stand at 
Route No. 1 and 27, arrested two men, who were armed with a .45 cal. 
automatic, driving a stolen car. 


Officers also recovered $239.00 stolen in the hold-up, and the men are 
now serving sentences at the Walpole State Prison for the same. 


In concluding this report, I wish to take the liberty in behalf of the 
members of the Department to express our sincere appreciation to the 
Board of Selectmen, Town Engineer, his staff, the Justices of the District 
Court, our Clerk of Court and Town Counsel for their helpful assistance 
and co-operation during the year in matters pertaining to the operation 
of the Department and the handling of cases in our District Court.

The volume of calls answered by the Department during 1957 
increased approximately 50% over the previous year. Most of this increase 
was in the woods and grass fire category caused by the extreme drought 
prevailing most of the year. 

One (1) industrial building fire required the sounding of a general 
alarm for aid from surrounding towns. The tremendous value received 
through mutual aid was clearly demonstrated at this disastrous fire. Through 
the courageous effort of our own department personnel, in conjunction 
with the aid of fire departments from seven surrounding towns, no loss 
of life resulted and a potential conflagration was averted. 

One (1) residence fire resulted in the loss of two lives during the 
year. It was impossible for the State’s Fire Marshall to determine the exact 
cause of this fire. However, the absence of sufficient exits for fire safety

was a decisive factor involved in the resultant loss of life. 

Your Chief has inspected all public buildings for fire safety on a pro- 
gram basis during the year. Also oil burner and petroleum inspections and 
additional inspections have been made as time permitted. 

During the past year the Department lost a trusted and valuable officer 
on the retirement of Deputy Chief Curtis Boyden after many years of 
faithful service. His counselling and advice will always be remembered 
by his associates. 

Our monthly meetings involving discussions, training and practice 
have continued throughout the year. The new pumping engine put into 
service at South Walpole will provide this area with a very serviceable 
piece of apparatus for all types of fires. An accelerated training program 
was required at this station to acquaint the men with the new apparatus 
and its operation. 

The cooperation and efforts of the personnel of the Fire Department 
has been of a very high degree throughout the year 1957. They have com- 
pleted many tasks which were definitely of a dangerous and unpleasant 
nature.

Fire Alarm Maintenance 
AARON H. HILL, Superintendent of Fire Alarm 


During the past year five (5) obsolete fire alarm boxes were replaced 
on our system and two new boxes were added on existing lines. Construc- 
tion of an alarm circuit to the East Walpole Station continued. All boxes 
were checked periodically for defects and operation. All boxes were 
rewound after each alarm. 

Interruptions to service were at a minimum, the yearly wire and box 
replacement programs in addition to regular maintenance being the prime 
factors in maintaining this enviable record. 

A total of 1,942 manhours were expended on maintenance, repairs, 
testing, new construction, relocations and consultations during the year. 
A total of 197 alarms were sounded over the fire alarm system during 1957. 
This was a substantial increase over 1956. 

The two-way mobile radios in our fire trucks have played a very 
important part in fire suppression. Considerable time was expended in 
testing and maintaining these units.

Your Library has over five thousand borrowers who took to their 
homes, or read in school classrooms, 139,407 books. In 1957, the circulation 
has been increased by 20,000 books. This growth has necessitated many 
changes in the methods of preparation of books before reaching the open 
shelves. In April, when the present librarian was appointed, a decision was 
made to departmentalize the work in order to speed the books to the public. 
The Head Librarian and Librarian in charge of work with Young People 
select and order new books. Adult books are read and approved by the 
Board of Trustees and the Head Librarian; and, the Young People’s books 
are approved by the Librarian in charge of that work. 


Our desk assistants handle the incoming and outgoing books, answer 
your calls for book renewals and special requests, or give any personal aid 
you may need in locating a book. Please remember, if we do not have what 
you want, we will try to get it for you. 

There are no dull moments within the library’s walls and, if you are 
not a patron of the library, a welcome awaits you. Books of all categories, 
to satisfy the housewife, the student, the business man, the teen-ager, and 
children, are available. A varied collection of periodicals and records may 
also be borrowed. 

In September, a new Junior High Room was opened which specializes 
its attention and services to young people of that age group. The Children’s 
Room moved into the former Historical Room. Books, town records, and 
historical items are still in the Library, locked in a glass case. The books 
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which had taken up valuable wall space proved to be very old bound maga- 
zines which the State Field Representative and Goodspeed’s appraisers 
found to be of no value. 

The final event of importance was the opening of the new Junior 
Room at the East Walpole Branch Library. This room must te seen to Ee 
truly appreciated. The Charles Sumner Bird Trust Fund, and additional 
interest amounts from the Lucy Gould, Mary Hyde, and Library Trust Funds 
provided the necessary money for bookcases and furniture, which was 
expended over the $12,000 appropriation set aside by the town for the 
East Walpole Library Remodelling and Refurnishing Fund. Mrs. Nils 
Lindequist, artist for murals, deserves particular mention for the excellence 
of her work. The Nellie Curtis Chapter of the D.A.R. presented a beauti- 
ful silk flag to the People of East Walpole for the Library of East Walpole. 
Miss Agnes Coburn, Regent, made the presentation to Mr. Chester 
Andrews, Chairman of the Library Board of Trustees, at the official open- 
ing of the room, November 18, 1957. Mrs. Cecile Pepin Edwards, present 
Branch Children’s Librarian, with Miss Beryl Simpson, Branch Librarian, 
were hostesses for the occasion. 

Hours of service to the public have been increased. The Main Library 
is now open Monday through Saturday, from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. The branches 
will increase hours of service in 1958.

We are presenting herewith the annual report of the Board of Public 


Assistance for the year 1957. 


The year presented to us the usual number of changes in our Standards 


of Assistance; increased per diem rates in our hospitals and nursing homes, 
modification and revision of allowances for clothing and personal care, as 
well as changes in fuel allowances. 
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On September 1, 1957, a revision in our Medical Care Plan was for- 
waried to us and it was necessary to change our method of payment for 
home medical services, medical services provided by hospitals and out- 
patient department services. A further cost of living adjustment was given 
to all recipients to substitute for the existing 20% adjustment increasing 
same to 25.7%, the latter figure according to the cost of living index, 
represents the change since August 1947. Comparable increases were also 
given to our General Relief cases. 


These changes together with our routine work load, new cases, closed 
cases and transferees, have made for a busy year for your Public Assistance 
Administrators. 


The Staff of your Public Assistance Department is available at all 
times for discussion of your problems and to render to you, the taxpayer, 
any data pertinent to your better understanding of the functions of the 
welfare program.

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Housing Authority

The Walpole Housing Authority met fourteen times during the year 
1957. The Walpole Housing Authority consists of the following members: 
James B. Maguire, Chairman; Burgess P. Reed, Vice-Chairman; Denis F. 
O’Brien, Treasurer; Ralph E. Glennon, Assistant Treasurer, and Robert 
A. Cobb. Leo F. Tetreault is the Executive Director. 


During the year 1957, twenty-nine new Frigidaire ranges were 
installed. All the original ranges have now been replaced. 


Another improvement this year was the exterior painting of all the 
dwellings in “Robinwood”. 


Clearing of brush continues each year to prevent any serious fires and 
to keep up the appearance of the project. 


The Walpole Housing Authority hopes to install gutters on the rear 
of all the houses in 1958. 


“Robinwood” consists of forty-five single family homes—twenty-two 
two bedroom units and twenty-three three bedroom units. The admission 
incomes and limits have increased approximately $400.00 over last 
year. The average rent was approximately $41.00. “Robinwood” was built 
under Chapter 200.

During the past year this office expended $7,127.06 for Veterans 
Benefits under Chapter 115, and processed a number of claims under the 
Veterans Administration program. 


Due to economic conditions and particularly a prolonged strike, the 
amount expended for needy veterans and/or their dependents was in 
excess of that spent in previous years. The increased costs for services and 
goods are also reflected in this increase. 
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During the past year an additional $5.00 was brought into the 
Town through the efforts of this office in processing claims for Veterans 
Administration pensions and compensations. In addition, the Director 
processed applications for G.I. Education and Training Benefits which 
netted eligible veterans a goodly sum in subsistence. 


Your attention is called to the fact that due to the age of most World 
War I veterans, this office will be giving more service to them with regard 
to processing applications for pensions, etc. Most of these veterans are 
now in their 60’s and because of their age and physical condition, more 
of them are becoming eligible for Federal Benefits which this office will 


The work of this department will increase in the years ahead.

The Industrial and Development Commission was established in 
April of 1957 for the promotion and development of the industrial 
resources of the town. The commission has met regularly and although no 
new industries have settled in Walpole since April, a half dozen inquiries 
for industrial space have been followed up. 


At present a careful study is being made of a sizeable tract now 
owned by the town which would afford one of the finest industrial sites, 
provided the land was brought to grade. 


The commission realizes its responsibilities not only to existing 
industry, but also to the home owner in Walpole. It is our aim to help 
steer the economic growth of the town by creating as healthy an industrial 
climate as possible without detriment to the residential atmosphere of the 
town. 


It is expected that numerous sub-committees will be appointed within 
the near future to assist the commission in determining all the necessary 
facts and figures about available industrial properties. 


The commission extends its heartfelt thanks to Ralph S. Howland 
for his efforts on our behalf during the course of the year. Mr. Howland 
found it necessary to resign several months ago. Mr. P. Bernard Spillane 
has been appointed to take Mr Howland’s place.

School Committee Activities 


The School Committee and Superintendent present this report for the 
year ending December 31, 1957. The Walpole School Committee is a 
member of the Massachusetts Association of School Committees and during 
the year its members have attended many regional meetings of the Associ- 
ation. They also attended the annual State Convention at Lenox. 


The following table shows the number of individuals employed by 
the school department and also the budgets and expenditures for the last 
four years:

The elementary school enrollment increased by 108 pupils. The slight 
increase in total enrollment is explained by the fact that pupils from Nor- 
folk, who were enrolled in grades 9-10-11-12—now attend the regional 
school at Wrentham. At the present time all classrooms are in use in the 
various schools. In addition, one room at the old Fisher School is used as a 
class room. With an anticipated increase in enrollment in the future, 
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additional class rooms will have to be provided. Several rooms at the old 
Stone School, as well as other rooms at the old Fisher School could Le used. 


In order to provide more class room space for the senior high school, 
the school department office was moved to the east end of the old Fisher 
School. This arrangement gives the senior high school adequate housing 
for this year. However, the building was designed for 500 pupils and with 
the large enrollment in grades 7 and 8 in the junior high, which will move 
to the senior high, the building will soon be crowded. 


Additional rooms and teachers were provided at the Bird, Stone, and 
Fisher schools. Because of lack of classroom space, one class was transferred 
from the Plimpton to the Stone school. For the same reason a class from 
the new Fisher school meets in the old Fisher school building. 


Future School Needs 


Committees appointed by the town moderator have been looking at 
possible school sites and land which may be available for school builaing 
purposes. A well planned building program to fit the needs of the growing 
school population is very desirable. 


A survey of school building needs indicates that in three years an 
elementary school will be needed in the High Plain Street section. Also, 
the Bird School will have to be renovated to care for the increasing school 
population in that area. However, plans are being considered for the ccn- 
struction of a parochial school in the Walpole center area. When this school 
is built, it will affect the enrollment of three elementary schools. Several 
classrooms needed in the Bird School would have to be supplied by the 
withdrawal of pupils, from other schools, who would attend the parochial 
school. This would increase the cost of transportaticn to a marked extent. 
The building of an additional elementary school might, therefore, be post- 
poned for several years. However, the same conditions would not affect the 
junior high school. The capacity of both junior and senior high schools 
will be reached in three years and then a new junior high school must Le 
provided or some other means of accommodating the excess enrollment 
must be considered. 


In order to use most efficiently the school facilities available, the school 
committee is recommending a return to the 6-2-4 system, which should 
cause a decrease in the cost of operating our schools. 


Special Class 


The membership of the special class continues to increase. A group of 
older children now meet in the junior high school. The remaining number 
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of children continue to meet at the old Stone School, where two teachers are 
working with them. Two teachers are giving full time and one teacher 
part time to these three groups. 


Curriculum Study and Evaluation 


The study of the curriculum for a school system is a continuing 
process. Once the curriculum is determined, revisions should be made from 
time to time. For the last three years, committees have been working on 
the course of study for grades 7 to 12. In addition, these committees are 
evaluating the subjects, methods, equipment, training of the teachers and 
many other factors, which relate to a modern secondary school. This evalua- 
tion is in preparation for the appearance of a visiting committee, who will 
judge the high school on the basis of standards which have been approved 
by the State Department of Education. 


The elementary school teachers are also beginning a study of courses 
of study for the grades. The curriculum for the elementary schools has not 
been changed for several years. The state course of study has been used as 
a guide and will continue to be so used, but additions to this standard 
course of study are desirable to meet the demands of local school conditions. 
As the number of teachers in the elementary school increases, it becomes 
necessary to supply them with a definite course of study adopted to the 
needs and abilities of the pupils of Walpole. 


Study of Salary Schedules 


In order to be informed in regard to teachers’ salaries in towns which 
compete with us for teachers’ services, a committee was formed consisting 
cf members of the school committee and representatives of the teachers’ 
association. 


After an extended and careful study of salaries, a report and recom- 
mendations were presented, which were favorably received by the school 
committee. The report proposed a long range plan, which will place 
Walpole in a favorable competitive position. Such a plan will enable 
Walpole to retain teachers, whose work has been satisfactory and to attract 
well-qualified teachers to Walpole. The voters of the town will have an 
Opportunity to consider these recommendations at the annual town meeting. 


School Transportation 


Increases in school enrollment result in increases in transportation 
routes and number of pupils carried. This year the number of pupils trans- 
ported, increased by 38 to a total of 1,259. This increase caused additional 
buses to be added to certain routes. The committee continues to use the 
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Report of the Special Committee on Transportation as a guide, as well as 
to consider all routes which are reported as hazardous. When routes are 
considered in a safe condition by the committee, it is its policy to provide 
transportation for pupils in grades 1-6, who live in excess of 114 mles 
from schools and for pupils in grades 7-12, the distance must be 1!2 miles. 


Teachers’ Workshop 


Preliminary to the opening of the school year, a day and a half were 
given to meetings of the teachers in a workshop. The topic for the dis- 
cussions was “Citizenship in Our Schools’. The meetings opened with 
greetings from the president of the Walpole Teachers Association. Then 
the teachers, who were new to Walpole were introduced by the superin- 
tendent, who also commented on general school conditions in the town. 
The next day a film, “One Teacher Alone” was shown, followed by an 
address on School Citizenship by Mr. Thomas Curtin of the State Depart- 
ment of Education. The teachers then went to various group meetings in 
which the subject of teaching citizenship in elementary grades and 
secondary school classes was discussed. 


The teachers then attended a delicious luncheon provided by Mrs. 
Hartshorn and the cafeteria workers at the Fisher School. The workshop 
provided an interesting and instructive opening for the school year.

This would result in a substantial reduction in the School Department 
Annual Budget. The money, however, is not directly available to the School 
Department, but goes in the General Account of the Town. If it were 
permissible to allocate this income in the form of a credit against the 
Annual Appropriation for Schools, it would more truly reflect the actual 
cost to the citizens for that part of the Town Budget for which the School 
Department is responsible.

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Principal of the High School 


JOHN F. MCGOVERN, Principal 


This report will only touch briefly upon the past year because of my 
recent appointment and will concern itself more with a look ahead. 


The stability of a teaching staff is one criterion of a healthy school. 
Miss Eleanor Sline, Mr. Paul Kalogeros, Mr. John Johnson, teachers of 
Home Economics, Spanish and English, respectively, were the three new 
teacher replacements in September. Upon my assuming the duties of 
Principal in November, I found a well-organized and well-administered 
school. Due credit should be given Mr. Harold Strout, Acting Principal., 
and the staff for maintaining harmonious accord during a period of 
administrative change and the concomitant insecurities. 


Two new faculty members have been assigned to commence their 
duties in January, 1958. Mr. George Campbell will be an additional 
teacher in the Language Arts area. Mr. Robert O'Donnell, Director of Boys’ 
Guidance, will replace Mr. John Davidson. 


Continuous revision of curricula and courses of study has been a 
major project of the secondary-school staff in Walpole during the past year. 
Under the able general chairmanship of Mr. Leonard Downs, the various 
subject matter teacher committees have been alert to the trends in 
curriculum development. 


The staff is looking ahead to the formal evaluation of our school. 
During the 1958-59 school year we shall participate, as an institutional 
member of the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools, in the current state-wide evaluation program. Much basic ground- 
work must be completed before June, 1958. Some phases of our program 
which must be studied, evaluated, and improved are: 


1. Proper placement of pupils in curricula which are best suited to 
their needs, interests, aptitudes, and abilities. This involves wise 
guidance counseling based upon objective pupil personal data 
obtained through a comprehensive testing program and teacher 
evaluations of past accomplishments. This also involves improved 
public relations with parents. 


NO 


Provision, through either a distinct separate curriculum or well- 
defined grouping within the present curricula, for the fast learner 
or “gifted child.” 


3. A well-integrated activities program based on the special inter- 
ests and special needs of the pupils. This will include clubs and 
assemblies scheduled during the regular school sessions as well as 
activities which meet after the regular school sessions. 
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4, Provision for job placement counseling for pupils for whom a 
high-school education will be terminal. This will involve place- 
ment on a part-time basis for students while attending school 
and on a full-time basis for graduates. This will involve a study 
of the employment needs and opportunities in the local area. 


5. A follow-up of pupils who have graduated from Walpole High 
School during the past several years to assist the staff in discov- 
ering curricular strengths or weaknesses. This might indicate 
among other things: 

A. A need for additional pupil experiences in speech, arts, 
dramatics, fine arts, and how to study. : 

B. A need for more pupil participation in activities to provide 
leadership and group participatory experiences. 

C. More opportunities for pupils to delve into experiments of 
a technilogical nature such as electronics, electricity, and 
mechanisms. 

D. More opportunities for business education students to 
become familiar with various machines which are used in 
the business world. 


To provide adequate curricula to meet the varied needs, aptitudes, and 
abilities of all pupils demands a high degree of flexibility in space, equip- 
ment, and staff. Our expected enrollment in September, 1958 will be 
approximately 560. The schools will be crowded. The facilities and staff 
will be used as efficiently as possible. 


Junior High Guidance Services 


MILDRED L. WALLACE AND JOHN F. MOLONEY 


The Walpole Junior High Department of Guidance is concerned 
with all phases of the school program including curriculum, pupil person- 
nel and adjustment, administration, school activities, and the interpretation 
of the schools to the community. The purpose of the Counseling Service is 
to give greater continuity to the progress of a child through high school 
and to help each child derive a maximum benefit from his school 
experience. 


Counseling procedures and materials are constantly being modified 
to be increasingly effective. Every effort is made to establish a sound pupil- 
counselor relationship and to insure proper understanding of the counseling 
services on the part of the home. 


Much of the program in the junior high has come through the sharing 
of successful experiences. The counselors frequently meet with other 
professional guidance personnel, thus contributing to the advancement of 
the local guidance program. 
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Health Department 


ALICE L. DOWNING AND MARGARET I. GALLANT 


Each child has received a physical examination by a school physician 
during the year. The doctors have had an added burden this Fall because of 
the epidemic of Influenza and colds. 


During 1957, 3007 doses of Salk Vaccine were administered to the 
children in the schools by both school and local physicians. Added to that, 
our entire personnel have received three doses of Salk Vaccine and this 
Fall received preventative Vaccine for Influenza. 


Also, 408 children in Grades H and IX received the Mantoux Test 
(a new method of case finding for Tuberculosis). The testing was done 
by the Staff from Norfolk County Hospital in South Braintree. This method 
has proven worthwhile. 


2601 Children received the Massachusetts Vision Test. 
2632 Children received the Massachusetts Hearing Test. 


Junior High Home Economics Department 


GERALDINE CRONIN AND SARAH GLEASON 


The foods classes of the Junior High School teach girls to become 
better homemakers of tomorrow. The girls learn the basic principles of 
cookery, why these principles are best; and how to accomplish the best 
results. 


Family Living, Home Management, and Consumer Buying are part 
of the program with Good Grooming, Clothing Construction, Family 
Living, Consumer Buying, Nutrition, Safety and Laundry. 


Fabric study was continued this year to help each student recognize 
basic fabrics and their values in consumer buying. Hand skills and the 
operation of the sewing machine were taught and reviewed. Many girls, 
this year, have planned and completed, at home, sewing projects of their 
own choice; reflecting interest and enjoyment from skills studied in class. 


The Industrial Arts Department 


JOHN E. STAHL, ALAN SHAW, STANLEY DZIEJMA, GEORGE CONATY 


The second year of the Industrial Arts Course has been completed 
and, as a result of advance planning by the Staff, the School Committee 
and Administration, we are gradually nearing our goal of exploratory 
experience in several Industrial Areas: i.e., General Metalworking, General 
Woodworking, Graphic Arts, General Mechanica] Drawing. 
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Following is a brief explanation of the over-all picture of the work 
done in this department. 


In grades seven, eight, and nine, Elementary Woodworking, Elemen- 
tary Finishing, Sheet Metalworking, Elementary Graphic Arts (printing) 
and Elementary Mechanical Drawing. 


In grades ten, eleven, and twelve, more advanced courses are given 
in General Woodworking, General Wood and Metalfinishing, and Bench 
Metalworking, Graphic Arts and General and College Mechanical 
Drawing. 


Music Department 


ARTHUR WILLEY AND FRANCES DUNLEVyY, Supervisors 


This year the supervisors visit each class in the elementary schools 
every week. Some musical activities of these schools are rhythm bands, song 
flute bands, band and orchestra instrumental instruction. 


For older children in the junior and senior high schools, glee clubs 
and choirs are organized. The instruction in instrumental music continues 
for these groups. 


The glee clubs have appeared at a number of concerts, school assem- 
blies and P.T.A. meetings. They also presented an operetta—“The Merry 
Widow”. 

Many students of high school age attend a music appreciation class 
where they have an excellent opportunity to learn and appreciate the music 
of the masters. 


Senior High Guidance Department 


MARY A. BULLOCK 


Walpole High School is interested in the growth and development of 
each pupil, so that he will ke able to realize his latent qualities in order 
to strive for maximum personal development and take his place in life as a 
productive member of society. Every pupils needs assistance in evaluating 
his assets and limitations in order to relate them to the requirements of the 
next opportunity. The responsibility of the school for making its Guidance 
services available to the community is a necessity. The role of Guidance 
in developing a good citizen as a member of the community has many 
resources: physical, financial, administrative, and personal. 


_ Through counseling, testing panel discussions, parent teacher associa- 
tions, future nurses association, future business young women, home eco- 
nomics club, debating society, student council, newspaper, year book, and 
library shelves of information, the Guidance Program assists in an informal 
partnership with each pupil in co-ordinating the home, school and 
community. 
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Artin the Elementary Grades 


MARION O'NEIL, Supervisor 


This year we have included many more craft projects and more group 
work to enable the children to gain in manual skills and to express them- 
selves in more varied ways. Some children work well alone, while others 
work well with groups and for this reason have included more mural 


work, etc. 


Each child is given experiences with a variety of materials and learns 
the proper care of his tools.

Art 
metalwork; graphic art, such as etching and wood cuts; and sculpture will 
also become part of the program. This we hope will greatly enrich, stimu- 
late and make more valuable the study of art in our schools. 


Senior High School Home Economics Department

The Senior High School Home Economics program is planned to give 
the homemaker of tomorrow a better understanding of what is expected of 
her in the home and in the community where she maintains that home. 


The following courses are now offered: 


Homemaking I—a basic course in Foods and Clothing. 

Family Living—a course in planning and caring for the home and 
family of the present day. 

Physiology—a study of the human body to enable us to live 
healthfully and safely. 


The equipment and facilities of the Senior High School Home Eco- 
nomics Department are extensive. We hope the department will grow to 
justify such a fine physical set-up.

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Physical Education in the Elementary Schools 


ANGELIKA SCARLATOS, Supervisor 


The physical education program provides the youngsters with social, 
emotional, and physical development. Each season of the year is divided 
into units. In the fall, the unit includes many running games and soccer 
for the older children. The first three grades are taught the basic skills of 
throwing, catching, and all the locomotor movements. 


The winter unit is indoors with stunts and tumbling, rhythms, square 
and social dancing. Team sports include volleyball for grades 5 and 6. These 
grades are given after school activity in volleyball. 

The spring unit, once again outside, includes softball, baseball, and 
more ball handling games. After school work is provided for the youngsters 
in softball. 

It is hoped that this program will help to develop the basic physical 
and mental skills of the children in the early stages of their development, 
and thus, better prepare them for the future. 


School Cafeterias 


Doris M. HARTSHORN, Supervisor 


The School Lunch Program continues to grow as we enter our fourth 
year of combined management. The four schools with cafeteria service 
served hot lunches daily to fifty-two percent of their enrollment. All six 
schools are in the Special School Milk Program, and have seventy-six per- 
cent of the enrollment taking advantage of purchasing milk daily at either 
recess or lunch time, or in many cases—both times. The cost to the child 
for the hot lunch including milk is 25c—milk alone is 3c. 


We served 179,565 hot lunches to children, using 396,317 half-pint 
cartons of milk. 

The surplus commodities which we were entitled to use were valued 
at $7,927.78, costing this program only $222.80. 

Our total income this last school year was $83,589.14, a 20% increase 
over the previous year. We are a non-profit service. 


The main objective of this program is “service to children”, thereby 
to maintain and to improve child and adult health in the school and 
community.

Charles Fales Scholarship Fund 


The awarding of the Scholarships is based on the following excerpts 
from the will of Lewis F Fales. 

“In memory of my father, one hundred thousand dollars, to be 
known as the “Charles Fales Fund,” to the Town of Walpole, Massa- 
chusetts, provided, unless a Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds 
in accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
within two years from the time said Town is notified by my said 
Trustees so to do. The income from said funds to be used for schol- 
arships to be paid as hereinafter provided to students, male or female 
of the schools of the Town who become students at any university, 
college or institute. Such scholarships are to be as nearly as practical 
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each for the sum of five hundred dollars annually, and to be paid to 
each undergraduate in a university, college, or institute to whom it 
may be awarded by a Committee to be known as the “Charles Fales 
Fund Committee,” which Committee shall consist of the Superinten- 
dent of Schools of Walpole for the time being, the Principal of the 
High School of Walpole for the time being, and if there be any time 
more than one High School in Walpole the Principals of each High 
School for the time being, and the members for the time being of the 
School Committee or other body having charge of the Schools of 
Walpole. The awards of Scholarships shall be for one year and shall 
be made during the month of December of each and every year. It 
shall so far as practical keep in touch with the progress and standing 
of each student to whom an award of a scholarship has been made. It 
is not my desire to hamper in any way the Committee in making their 
award, but there are these factors which I desire they should take into 
consideration — CHARACTER, SCHOLARSHIP, AND PHYSICAL 
AND MENTAL VIGOR. I also desire that students wishing to extend 
their education along technical lines, shall other things being equal 
be given preference.” 

The amount available for distribution this year was $3,428.22. In 
accordance with the provisions of the will that scholarships are to be as 
nearly as practical each for the sum of five hundred dollars, seven schol- 
arships were awarded.

MASTER PLAN STUDY, A REPORT OF PROGRESS 


In the years immediately following World War H, the Boston Metropolitan 


Area experienced tremendous growth . . . both in overall population . . . and 
in residential building expansion in the suburban areas. The problems engendered 
by this growth soon became evident . . . increased needs for public services, school 


buildings and many other things resulted in sharply rising municipal expenditures 
. and tax rates. 


Examining the experiences of these towns first feeling the effects of this rapid 
expansion, it was apparent that sound planning was needed if an orderly develop- 
ment of Walpole was to be assured. Therefore, the Committee on Zoning and In- 
dustrial Development (appointed in 1953) and the Committee on Revision of 
Zoning By-Laws and Building Codes (appointed in 1954) working with the Plan- 
ning Board recommended that a Master Plan Study for Walpole be undertaken. 
Authorization: 


The Master Plan Study was authorized by vote of the Town under Article 32 
of the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting in 1955. 


Objectives: 
The fundamental objectives of the study are: 


_ 1. A long range program for new (or enlarged) public facilities, to ensure 
their proper location and adequate capacity under an acceptable standard of service. 


2. A capital budget for needed public facilities, to effect the long range pro- 


aes Ee the fiscal ability of the Town and under and appropriate priority 
schedule. 
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3. A revision of Zoning laws, building code, subdivision regulations and 
similar controls, to ensure orderly development of the Town and Full coordination 
between private and municipal expansion. 


Execution: 


he Walpcle Planning Board, as authorized by the Town, retained Mr. Allen 
Benjamin, Town Planning Consultant, to conduct this study. 


Mz. Benjamin, starting in July of 1955, has, as of March, 1957, completed 
almost all phases of the Master Plan Study. He was assisted on specific problems 
by experts in these particular fields. These included : 


Educational Service Associates on school problems. Boston University Bureau 
of Business Research on the capital budget phase of the study. 


Fay, Spofford & Thorndike on sewerage projections. Eastern Aerial Surveys, 
Inc. for special auxiliary aerial photographic studies of land uses, and special ad- 
visors on Zoning Lws; Municipal Building, Landscape and Business Center archi- 
tecture. 


In the almost two years of study, Mr. Benjamin, his staff and those specialists 
assisting him have met and worked with all operating departments and committees 
of the Town. In addition, Mr. Benjamin and his associates have made thorough in- 
dependent studies of all areas of Walpole and of all aspects of municipal government 
relative to the objectives of this Master Plan Study. 


This study, as stated, has been completed with the following exceptions: 


1. Final drafts of the proposed revised Building Laws; 
2. Delivery of the complete printed Capital outlay Budget.

REPORT OF SIDEWALK BETTERMENT COMMITTEE 


At the Annual Town Meeting of 1955, it was voted that a committee of five 
be appointed by the Moderator to look into the advisability of accepting the Side- 
walk Betterment Act as enacted by the Massachusetts General Court and to report 
back to the next annual Town Meeting. 

This Committee has held a series of meeting, and has conferred with: 


The Board of Selectmen 

The Appropriation Committee 

The Town Planning Board 

The Town Counsel 

Mr. Allan Benjamin, who is preparing a Master Plan for the Town Planning Board. 


The part of the Betterment Act which is pertinent to this report reads: 


Chapter 83. Section 26. Sidewalk Assessments 


“In the order for the construction of a new sidewalk or the reconstruction of 
a sidewalk with material of more permanent character than that with which it was 
originally constructed, the board making the order may provide for the assessment 
of a reasonable amount, not exceeding one-haif the cost, upon the abutting estates.” 
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We have been advised by the Town Counsel that the Selectmen under Chapter 
83 of the General Laws already have the necessary power and authority to provide 
tor sidewalk betterment assessments. 


We unanimously recommend that this power be employed. 
We request acceptance of this report and discharge of this committee.

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COMMITTEE TO STUDY THE ADVISABILITY OF REASSESSMENT 


At the Annual 1956 Town Meeting it was moved, seconded, and VOTED: 
“That the Moderator appoint a committee of five, one of whom shall be a member 
of the Board of Assessors. to look into the advisability of a complete reassessment 
of all the real estate in the Town, including the land and the buildings thereon, 
and to submit its report no later than the next annual Town Meeting.” 

The said Committee was appointed on May 21, 1956. Two committee mem- 
bers, Charles J. Feeney, and Fred J. Tetreault, resigned during the latter part of 
1956 and were replaced by the Mcderator. 


Before discussing the work of the committee and the results of its study, it 
seems in order to review briefly the relation between assessment and taxation, and 
the broad objectives of a complete, reassessment for a town such as Walpole. 


The Board of Assessors (Walpole’s Board has three members) is required by 
law to ascertain the value of all real property and some personal property in the 
Town. The total value of all such property as determined by the assessors is then 
used to calculate the tax rate. The tax rate is calculated by dividing the money appro- 
priated at Town Meeting less State Aid by the assessed value of all taxable prop- 
erty. Most towns, including Walpole, use about 50% of selling price as the basis 
for assessment. The State agrees that this is advisable and feel that most cities and 


towns are valued at 40% to 50% of today’s selling price. 
y & Pp 


Assuming no change in the amount of money spent at Town Meeting, high 
assessments mean a low tax rate and low assessments, mean a high tax rate. To the 
individual taxpayer it makes no difference. If all assessments were doubled, the tax 
rate would be halved and each tax bil! would come out just the same. No change 
im assessment procedures can lower everybody’s taxes nor can it raise them. The 
only way to lower everybody’s taxes is to spend less money at Town Meeting. 


Why then consider reassessment? There are three common municipal reasons 
for assessment: 


1. To assure a fair total valuation for the entire town (approximately 50% 
of today’s market value) in order to make it uniform with other towns throughout 
the state. In 1955 the State Equalization Commission placed a $47,405,000 value 
on Walpole. This figure is used as a basis for State aid to towns. The assessors 
put a 1955 value of $24,967,422 on Walpole. This would indicate Walpole’s total 
assessment is in line (50%) and that a town reassessment would be unlikely to 
change this over-all valuation. Also we know Walpole’s total valuation in 1955 was 
the 6th highest of all 29 Massachusetts towns between 10,000 and 14,000 population, 
bearing out the fact that Walpole’s over-all valuation has kept out with the time. 


2. To install an efficient assessment record system. The basis requirement of 
a periodic inventory applies to reassessment records as well as to records of any 
properly managed business. Walpole last had an outside firm install such a system 
in 1931. While your Committee understands that Walpole’s cards, maps, and the 
over-all record system are in better status than are those of some municipalities, 
they still could be improved upon and up-dated. It would provide the assessors 
with a more effective system and would assure Walpole that modern, expert tech- 
niques would be applied to all classifications of taxable property, with the proper 
yardstick for each classification applied to each individual property:

3. To assure fair valuations regarding any one or more properties in rela- 
tion to any other properties. It is this latter that is usually the cause and combinat- 
ing reason for reassessment. Our own study on Walpole assessments follows. 
You will find that it does point up inequalities, and it is for this reason primarily 
that your Committee is recommending reassessment at this time. 
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In carrying out the duties with which it was charged, the Committee has re- 
viewed data made available by the State and has conducted its own study of the 
following three phases of the subject: 


1. An investigation of appraisal methods. 
2. Review of Walvole’s assessments. 
3 Study of professional reassessment in other towns. 


1. Appraisal Methods. To learn how professional appraisals are conducted, 
the Committee asked two leading firms of appraisers to visit with us. We also dis- 
cussed these methods with other towns and with a representative from the State 
Tax Commission. Because of the complexity of performing such an operation and 
kecause of the time required (it takas approximately one hour to properly evaluate 
one home), it would seem advisable, should the Town vote reassessment, to rely 
on an outside firm of experts. 


These firms have specially trained appraisers. Each structure is carefully meas- 
ured throughout and a sketch made. Premises are inspected from foundation to roof 
and constructed details are noted with proper allowance for depreciation. Date of 
purchase and price are checked with recent local sales to aid in determining land 
value. Each property card is reviewed by a Chief Appraiser. Land properties are 
measured and valued also. A special staff is used for commercial and industrial 
evaluations. All recordings are made on standard cards to meet the special require- 
ments of the Board of Assessors. The State Commission of Taxation will provide 
a highly qualified supervisor on the job to ensure maximum results for Walpole. 


2. Review of Walpole Assessments. 97 Homes which were sold and so re- 
corded—with sale price—in Bankers & Tradesmen were cross-checked with their 
valuation. 40 were more than ten years old. 57 were new. The results were as 
follows: 


1 property assessed under 30% of selling price 
11 properties assessed under 30-35% of selling price 
10 properties assessed under 36-40% of selling price 
36 properties assessed between 36-50% of selling price 
19 properties assessed between 46-50% of selling price 
15 properties assessed between 51-55% of selling price 
3 properties assessed between 56-60% of selling price 
2 properties assessed over 61° of selling price. 


The above figures give an average assessment of 44.6% of selling price. It is 
obvious from the above comparison that there is a considerable deviation of existing 
Walpole assessments. 


3. Reassessments in other Towns. Information received from the office of 
the Commissioner of Taxation indicates that since 1950 sixty-six towns in the Com- 
monwealth have been reassessed. Twenty-five of these were completed in 1956. 


_ Of the above mentioned sixty-six, only six were reassessed by the local boards 
of assessors. Approximately ninety per cent of the towns reassessed are well pleased 
with the results of the job. Of the other ten per cent it was determined that in 
most towns the boards of assessors were not in favor of reassessment at the time it 
was undertaken. 


It might be noted that Maine and Connecticut now have a law, however, 
requiring reassessment every ten years, perhaps indicating a trend toward require- 
ment of periodic equalization of property value. 


Regarding Chapter 649 of the Act of 1955 Amending Chapter 589 of the 
General Laws. This law passed by the Legislature of 1955 states that any town, by 
note of the annual town meeting, may petition the Commission of Taxation for in- 
stallation of an assessment system. Your committee has learned from this office that 
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the State is not equipped to handle a complete reassessment by a municipality. They 
recommend that towns take full advantage of the above law, however. This means 
petitioning the State to request supervision of the Town’s reassessment, aud said 
reassessment to be done preferably by a qualified outside firm of professional ap- 
praisers. 


CONCLUSIONS 


1. Reassessment should be performed by qualified, outside specialists. While 
the assessors might undertake such a project it is estimated that it would take many 
years for them to accomplish the job. 


2. Walpole’s property record cards and maps are in good order which will 
mean a saving of the cost of reassessment. A good, dual card-file system is kept, 
filed both by the street and alphabetical order of names. Maps are also in an up-to- 
date condition. Reassessment by qualified experts will improve this system, how- 
ever, and will provide Walpole with a more effective plan for daily use. 


3. Although there is room for improvement, present assessments in Walpole 
are not grossly out of line. 


4. Reassessment will not benefit mor discriminate against any particular 
group, i.e. old houses versus new houses. Approximately ¥% will probably remain. 

It was Moved, Seconded and Voted: ‘That the report of the Committee to 
Study the Advisability of Reassessment be accepted.
